The long looked for rain finally 
came on the eve of the 1st inst., 
and treated the Southland to its 
first real bath siuce New Year's Eve, 
bunging great joy and happiness 
to the Southern Californians, es- 
pecially the frail growers iind farm 
era. One of the longest dry periods 
iu the history of Southern Call 
fornia came to an end ou that day. 
The rain commenced falliug in the 
city and continued later mi tteply 
until (be 3d inst. Had the diouth 
not been broken it would have been 
mucli worse, and we would have 
lieen forced to shut off water for ir- 
rigation. Siuce it began to rain 
there have been numerous down 
pours at times, accompanied by 
thunder, lightuing and hailstorms. 
Coincident with the rain storms a 
rail of snow appeared in the moun- 
tains. The season's total for the 
cily is 5 42 inches, compared with 
7.86 inches for the same date last 
year. Prospects for additional 
rain are promised during the early 
part of April, acooiding to the 
Uuited States Weather Bureau. 
Therefore, we are happily relieved 
Irom a threatened drouth. 

The feature or the Los Angeles 
Silent Club's last business meeting 
was that Mr. Frank Worswick, a 
spirited member, submitted a plan 
ror starting a building fund It 
was unanimously voted to set aside 
all the amounts above (he $200 in 
in the club's treasury, to tie known 
as the Building Fund. Following 
the motion a committee of seven 
loyal members was appointed to 
provide ways and means for the ac 
complishiiients of the plau. A 
ladies' committee or five was also 
appointed to assist the ways and 
menus committee. The other fea- 
tuie was that Mrs. Howard Terry 
told how Mr. Poole, the English- 
man, before he died a few yen is 
ago, gave hei $250 iu trust for the 
same purpose, and she was heartily 
applauded for her faithful holding 
of the money till theu. 

Foi several weeks past, there has 
been a good deal of talk among the 
looal deaf and heating of oiganiz 
iug a co-operative slock company 
for a new differeut furniture fac- 
tory, of which Lis Augeles will be 
proud. They did not decide it un- 
til the last moment — proceeded 
"straight ahead." Four of the 
deaf aud two hearing stockholders 
were appointed as a Board of Di- 
rectors. The estimated amount of 
the Capital Stock is $300,000 wilh a 
par valuation of $100 pel share. 
Soon after $20,000 is subscribed ar- 
rangements will he rushed to start 
the erection ol Hie factory. The 
Continental National Bank is now 
holding the capital in trtisl. The 
site at Pico, ten miles from the city 
consists of 6 acres, which cost $18,- 
000. The cost of the bo tiding is to 
be $50,000 and its equipment about 
$25,000. About fltty will be em- 
ployed by the new Company, eighty 
per cent of them being deaf. This 
projeot has been planned, and urg- 
ed by Mr. Reddick's hearing bro- 
ther, who is greatly interested Id 
the plan, assisted by his hearing 
friends We sincerely hope for 
their great success. 

Los Augebs is looking forward to 
another prosperous summer iu the 
way of professional baseball. The 
looal baseball players are uow iu 
active training for the coming base 
ball season We are all Interested 
in the prospects of the Angeles an 1 
the Tigers (Vernon) in their efforts 
to annex another championship (lag 
iu the Pacific Coast League.

7th. By the way, a large number 
of tbe deaf had the opportunity lo 
witness the Chicago Nationals, 
Pittshnrg Nationals and Kansas 
City of Araericau Association play 
against Los Angeles and Vernon 
here before tbe eastern teams left 
for the east in lime for the opening 
of the season.

As stated in our previous letter, 
Mary Louisa Ziegler (nee Leutz), 
beloved wife of Robeit Middleton 
Ziegler, passed away iu the fore- 
noon of April 13th (Palm Sunday) 
at her home, 205 West Mt. Plea- 
sant Avenue, Mt. Aiiy, Phila. 
The news of her death was received 
at All Souls' Church for the Deaf a 
few minutes before the regular ser- 
vice began ou that Sunday, and 
oast a deep gloom over those of the 
worshippers who had known her, 
and the Pastor also announced it 
during the service. 

Tbe deceased was in her sevenly- 
tbiid year, but looked at least ten 
years younger, so well did she pre 
serve her looks that eveu her dootor 
expressed surprise. She leoeived 
ouly about three years schooling at 
the Pennsylvania Institution for the 
Deaf, the rest of her education hav 
iug beeu acquired undei private iu- 
ctruotion, hei parents having been 
in comfortable circumstances 
Every otie who knew her from early 
age will acknowledge that she was 
an uncommonly beautiful woman, 
refilled both In manners and dress, 
and coupled with all thai she was 
oue of the most pleasaut, cheery 
and sweet-tempered women that we 
have ever known. Among her ad- 
mirers was a doctor, who bad made 
a reputation in the political life of 
Philadelphia, and paid Met atten- 
tion through a number of years, 
probably hesitating to marry her 
solely on acoouut ol her double af- 
fliction. Tbe attachment finally 
ended with his death. She was 
left iu comfortable circumstances 
after her parents' death, and from 
that time mingled more freely with 
the deaf than before, being more 
free now; and, of all the virtues 
that may be attributed to bet, she 
was particularly successful iu main- 
taining her suavenens of manuei, 
refined tastes aud pleasaut relations 
with the deaf to the end of her life. 
She bad an eye for the beautiful 
side of life and things, and nothing 
seemed to give her moie pleasure 
than to appear pleasant to others. 
Hut she was human and uot free 
(torn suffering, despite hei flue ap- 
pearanae through her long life. 

Her last illness extended over a 
period of two years or longer. She 
had spells of intense suffering every 
little while, then rallied and was 
able to sit up iu her loom to sew, 
crochet, read or talk, with her cus- 
tomary oheeriness and hopeful 
spirit. Complication after com- 
plication set tu and gradually wast- 
ed away her life, the eud Anally 
coming peacefully, after a spell of 
extreme weakness, on the above 
date 

On April 30, 1000, she was mar 
ried to Mr. R M Ziegler, who with 
a sister, Mrs. Freeland, of New 
Yoik City, and a brother, Mr. John 
C. Lent/., of Jonestown, Pa., sur 
vive her. They have oar most 
siucere sympathy iu their bereave- 
ment. 

On Tuesday evening, April 15th, 
a large number of deaf friends 
viewed her leinaius at her late 
home, and the Rev. Warren M. 
Smaltz conducted a service. She 
was beautifully laid out in a biroh- 
mahogany square casket with heavy 
silver bar handles, set under a bow- 
er of palms and with elaborate 
floral tributes banked on all sides, 
some of them coming from relatives 
in New York City. There were a 
number of individual tributes, and 
one Iroui All Souls' Church, one 
from the Clerc Literary Associa- 
tion, one from the G.illaudel Club, 
one from the Pennsylvania Society 
for the Advancement of the Deaf, 
all attested to the esteem in which 
the deceased was held. The 
funeral was held on the following 
day At 8 P.M , when Rev. W. M 
Smaltz conducted the final service 
orally. The interment was private 
in East Laurel Hill Cemetery where 
the Lentz family has a plot. The 
pall-bearers were Messrs. Karl H. 
Galey, Roland Galey, William 
Schaeffer, Earl Fisher, William Mc- 
Kinuey and John A. Mcllvaine, Jr. 
Notwithstanding the fact, that 
Mr. Ziegler has not fully reooveied 
from a stroke of paralysis ou the 
right side, (.eoeived about two year* 
ago, he withstood the ordeal well 
and bravely. He is still incapaci- 
tated from tbe use of bis right arm 
and hand, and walks somewhat 
lamely ; but otherwise he appears 
well, and his friends continue to 



hope for his ultimate complete 
reoovery.

Hanson and the Rev. Mr. Flick 
marching with them. .The tall aud 
erect figure of Bishop Rowe, of 
Alaska, brought up tbe rear. 

The Rev. Dr. MaoLaochlan, ree- 
tor of Si Mark's,, presented the 
candidate for ordination to the 
Bishop, aud during the ordination 
the questions asked !iim were traus 
lated into signs by Mr Flick. 

The bishop introduced Mr. Flick 
just before the sermon with a few 
general remaiks He brought out 
that the Protestant Episcopal 
Church was the first to admit the 
deaf to the ministry, and I lie first 
to bring spiritual guidance to our 
deaf rotliers and sistets. He 
spoke about the present work being 
done foi the deaf in the Episcopal 
Church, and of attending services 
lot the deaf in the east He espe 
dally nientioued All Souls' Church 
in Philadelphia, a chinch which is 
dedicated to the deaf work. The 
minister is deaf, and the service is 
rendered entiiely in signs. In 
fact, Bishop Rowe meniioucd I hat 
there was no sound except that 
which be himself made. He also 
mentioned the choir of eight young 
women, who gave the hymns on 
their hands. He then turned the 
sermon over to Mr. Flick, who de- 
livered it in the sivn- language, Dr 
MacLauohlan leading it aloud for 
the benefit of the hearing part of 
the congregation. 

Mr. Flick gave a brief resume of 
what had been done for the educa- 
tion of aud spiritual service to the 
deaf. He spoke of the invention of

He made a 
little speech, iu which he said he 
hoped that all would feel free aud 
welcome to use the church. And 
that later, when the new memorial 
church was built, there would lie in 
it a little chapel for the use of the 
deaf. A social hour followed, and 
at three o'clock another service 
was held exclusively by Mr. Flick, 
who also preached at this service. 

The attendance was about forty, 
the same as in the foreuoon. There 
was a libeial collection contributed. 
Chatles AI. Gnmaer, who has al- 
ways shown himself ready aud 
willing to help a good cause, put a 
ten-dollar bill on the plate. 

Mr. Flick's visit was greatly en- 
joyed by Seattle. His genial per- 
sonality and his easy and happy 
flow of signs gave great etijoymeut 
to us all. We were happy to wel- 
come him and very reluctant to see 
him go. Ou Saturday evening, he 
gave a talk at Eaglesou Hall, de- 
sot ibing the manner iu which the 
Chicago S. A. C. clubhouse was 
bought aud the deal financed, aud 
telling us about his church aud its 
work, aud other topics of interest 
We would cheerfully have listened 
to him all night. Ou Sunday, after 
the second service, Mi. Wright 
look him, Mis. Bertram, and the 
Hansons, for a ride in his car. We 
went up to Queen Auue Hill, and 
saw the view, and rode over part 
of our beautiful boulevaids. Then, 
wheu it began to get dark, we 
stopped at the Wright house.

Seattle, went to Portland, wheie he 
held a service, Monday evening, 
which was attended by about 
seventy five. From Portland, he 
went to Spokane, and held a ser- 
vice Wednesday evening. The 
next morning he left for Chicago, 
expecting to be home in time for the 
Sunday service. Tints he made 
the trip to the coast aud back with 
the loss of only one Sunday from 
his regular work in Chicago.

THE MEETING PLACE OF THE NEXT 
N. A. D. CONVENTION. 

To the Editor of the Deaf- 
Mutes' Journal : — Judging from 
expressions of opinion in newspapers 
for the deaf, and in such widely scat- 
tered centers as New York, Phila- 
delphia and Chicago, the majority of 
newspapers are in favor of Philadel- 
phia as the place of the next conven- 
tion of the National Association of 
the Deaf. Have the deaf of Phila- 
delphia extended an invitation to the 
Association to hold its convention 
in that city? 

According to the Bureau of In- 
formation in Washington, D. C, 
Philadelphia will have the world's 
exposition in 1926. Philadelphia 
would be a good place to entertain 
the N. A. D. The people atteuding 
the convention in that city, could 
take excursions to Atlantic City, 
New York City, Washington, D. C, 
and other nearby cities at a small 
expense. 

There are many fine deaf people 
in Philadelphia, who would, no 
doubt, entertain the convention in 
grand fashion if it should meet 
there. 

Texas and Arkansas want the 
next convention. In a recent issue 
of the Jewish Deaf, Mr. George W. 
Veditz, a former president of the N. 
A. D. , ou his own behalf aud with 
no backing or endorsement from 
anybody else, extended a cordial in- 
vitation to the Association to meet 
in Colorado Springs in 1926. Mr. 
Veditz, does your invitation mean 
that you will entertain the conven- 
tion without assistance ? Do you 
think it would be better for you to 
get the endorsement or co-operation 
of the Colorado Association of the 
Deaf? 

Mr. Veditz suggests that tbe 
selection of the convention place be 
decided by a referendum. Such a 
referendum would be preposterous, 
for the Executive Committee, who 
are intelligent, experienced and ef- 
ficient officers of the Association, 
are competent to decide the matter. 
They will hear and decide upon the 
attractions and advantages offered 
by the cities that have bidden for 
the convention and the sentiment of 
the deaf. The selection of the con- 
vention place will meet with the ap- 
proval of the deaf.

Occasional 
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The name "Eddie Sullivan," 
together with aliases, has beeu the 
all-absorbing topio among tbe local 
deaf these days. Tbe Journal 
issue or April 10th, 1924, published 
Mrs. Deliglio's account of how 
Eddie Sullivan, under different as- 
sumed names, played a swindling 
game through the U. S. aud Cana- 
da, accompanied by Mrs. Rose 
Cowles, of Minnesota, so well till 
he was arrested iu Salem, Oregon, 
and brought back to Portland, 
where tbey were held for violation 
of tbe Mann act. No doubt the 
victims of the swindler's eloquenoy 
will be pleased to know the result 
of bis trial here as given out in the 
following clipping from the Morn- 
ing Oregunian of April 13th, 1924: 

DEAF-MUTB GBTS FOUR YBARS 

Eddie Sullivan, deaf-mute with 
several aliases, yesterday was sen- 
tenced to four yea s at McNeil Isl- 
and for violation of the Mann act, 
after Allan A. Bynon, assistant 
United States attorney, bad told 
bow the man bad broken up a 
home, taken Mrs. Rosa B Cowles 
from plaoe to place ovei the coun- 
try in a bunoo scheme, had looked 
her in a closet time aud again and 
bad beaten her blaek and blue on 
many occasions. 

Sullivan used the name of Ed 
Stutsman, E. Kidder aud Ed Krei- 
der. He was arrested in Portland 
with the woman when deaf-mutes 
here, warned by those iu Seattle 
and Catada, became suspicious of 
his scheme for a home for the deaf 
in Germany, for which be wss 
raising funds. Mr. Bynon told the 
court tbe man got out of prison 
just In time to break up tbe Cowles 
home and take tbe woman from her 
four children and her husband. 

Sullivan was declared to have 
violated the home and then used 
that fact to intimidate the woman 
and force her to go with him on bis 
trips. He took ber to Canada, stop- 
ping at every town of size and rals 
lug funds for tbe home for the deaf 
in Germany. Canadian police 
chused them from plaoe to plaoe 
and tbe pair fled to Seattle and then 
to Poitland, which they reaohed by 
stage. 

Wheu the sentence was prououno 
ed, tbe man shook bis fist at Mr. 
Bynon, threatened him and wrote 
him notes, calling him a variety of 
names. He tore up paper and 
threw it from 1dm. 



The writers feel that, in con- 
nection witb the arrest of Sullivan 
Iu Salem, special menlion must be 
made of Messrs. Lindstrom and 
Werner of the Salem School for the 
Deaf, faculty staff, Sullivan Intro 
duoed himself to Messrs. ant) Wer- 
ner, as Mr. Stutsman of the 1909 
class of Gallaudet College, and 
appealed to ihem to help oontrl 
bnte to a fund for tbe relief of un- 
fortunate deaf-mutes in Germany 
It happeued that Mr. Lindstrom 
knew tbe real Stutsman, and as a 
result he and Mr Werner suspect 
ed that the orook's scheme was a 
fraud. Tbey caused bim and his 
" sister-in-law" to be held by the 
Salem polioe for investigation. At 
the time of tbe arrest Lindstrom 
and Werner did not know that 
Sullivan had beeu playing a bunoo 
game in Cauada and this con- try. 
Soou after the arrest Mr. Alva 
Allen, ot Portland, bobbed and ex 
oUedly told tbe Salem authorities to 
hold him aud his woman companion 
for Portland, where he was wanted. 
Immediately following, letters pour 
ed in the hands of J. O. Reichle 
from the swindler's victims in 
Cansda and Tacoma, issuing a 
warning to look out for the couple 
and later on telling of warrants for 
his arrest and of their work In 
various Canadian cities. Mrs. 
Reiohle forwarded those letters to a 
United States special agent, who 
had charge of the oase, and the let- 
ters were an important factor in get- 
log irrefutable evidence against Sul- 
livan. The United States agent was 
"in the dark" lis to his real iden- 
tity till Rev. Flick, who stopped 
over in this oity sonre time ago, 
notified the agent that the orook's 
real name was Eddie Sullivan. 
Rev. Flick gave the agent a state- 
ment of Sullivan's past history, and 
also of what he knew of Mrs. Cow- 
les, and the agent appreciated Rev. 
Flick's aid very muob. Ralph 
Reichle, son of tbe Reich les, was 
Interpreter at the hearings of the 
case. At one or the hearings Sulli- 
van declared to a deaf spectator 
that he was one ot a gang of ten 
deaf-mutes that had been working 
the credulous viotims. Is it possi- 
ble that his declaration was true? 
The writers believe that his bold 
game was partly inspired by tbe 
fact that four deaf men made a 
successful tour selling stock for the 
once famous Shenn Lauder Com- 
pany a few years ago. 

It Is understood that when his 
prison term has expired, Sullivan 
probably will lie bound over to 
Caoadlan authorities. Mrs. Cowles 
is free, and arrangement* are being 
made to send her baok to her home 
iu Minnesota. 

Rev. G. F. Flick stopped over in 
1'ottland for two days. He had 
just come from Seattle, where be 
assisted in the ordination of Dr. 
Olof Hanson. When here, he con- 
ducted a service in one of the local 
Episcopal Churches, where a good- 



ly number of tbe local deaf, and 
some from Vauoouver, attended. 
Rev. Flick delivered an interesting 
and enlightening speech on the 
history of the Episcopal Church's 
relations with I be deaf. Rev. Flick 
got Bisbop Sumner of the Oregon 
diocese interested in securing Epis- 
copal services for the Portland and 
Salem deaf, and it may be before 
long that Rev. Dr. Hanson's mis- 
sionary field will inolude Portland 
and Salem. To return to Rev. 
Flick himself, 'he next moruiug 
was devoted to assisting the United 
States agent in preparing the Eddie 
Sullivan case — which unfortunately 
blew out the writer's hopes to take 
him over tbe famed Columbia River 
Highway as far as the Bonneville 
fish hatcheries. The short after- 
noon came and the writer and his 
better half showed him over tbe 
bigbway as far as Crowu Poiut, a 
short distance away, and hturied 
hitn back to Vancouver, where he 
dined at Mr. a"d Mrs. Divine's. A 
few hours followed before he took 
his train for Spokane. Much to 
our regret, his visit here was alto- 
gether too brief. 

Miss Julia Dodd of tbe Vancou- 
ver School came down April 13th, to 
spend the day with her married 
sister, and on her way back drop- 
ped in for a chat with Mrs. Linde. 

Saturday eveuing, April 12th, a 
literary social was held under the 
auspices of the Oregon Association 
of the Deaf. The headliner of the 
program w>is an gripping reading by 
Mr. Lindstrom, of Salem, of a 
French classic, "The Necklace." 

Mrs. Bird Craven gave a 
declamation, and Mr. Werner 
entertained the audience with a 
bumorouB story. The attendance 
was not so big as expected, on 
account of tbe Cook Hagen wedding 
that took place that evening, but, 
all in all, the event was an enjoy- 
able one, thanks to Mr. Hastings, 
chairman, and his committee.
